After serving gallons of chili for various parties, 
we kept hearing from fans, "Why not make chili 
with chocolate, or a mole chili?" Having seen 
several different variations on the "basic" chili 
recipes, | decided to investigate the fannish style 
chili: with chocolate. After rescarching the 
"mole" style of sauce, | give you the end result; 
the flavor is definitely a different bowl of chili. 
Enjoy! 


The history of mole begins with its origins, 
found that mole simply means “sauce” or “stew 
of meats with various spices”, not necessarily 
using chocolate. The state of Oaxaca claims to be 
the home of seven moles and the place from 
which all other moles began. The legend of Mole 
Poblano concerns three stories. The first has it 
that the nuns of the Santa Rose convent in 
Puebla accidentally added chocolate into a pot 
which was already stewing. The second story 
states the addition of chocolate was a deliberate 
act. The third version gives credit to Sor Andrea 
of the Convento de la Asuncion (not far from the 
Santa Rosa convent). 


Whichever is correct is not the issue; the addition 
of chocolate into a sauce was a great idea!

Mole (Chocolate) Chili 


2 pounds beef chuck tender or round, coarsely cubed 
| pound pork loin, coarsely cubed 

2 tablespoons oil 

1 onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

| tablespoon flour 

3 tablespoons chili powder 

| teaspoon salt 

| tablespoon ground cumin 

| can (29 02/826 g) pureed tomatoes 

/ teaspoon ground cinnamon 

4^ teaspoons sugar 

| square (1 02/30 g) unsweetened baking chocolate 


In a dutch oven, cook beef and pork in small 
amount of oil until meat begins to lose color. Cook 
away most of liquid which forms in the bottom of 
pot. Add onions and garlic; cook 5 minutes or until 
onions are soft. 


Sprinkle flour, chili power, salt and cumin over 
meat. Stir to cook meat well. Add tomatoes. Cover 
and simmer 1 to 1% hours. Remove from heat and 
allow to cool to serving temperature. Add cinnamon, 
sugar and chocolate. Stir to melt chocolate and 
dissolve sugar. Serve immediately. Do not cook over 
high heat to avoid burning chocolate. 47

Australian Ballot & Science Fiction 








Warning: This article contains theoretical 
higher math that may be unsuitable for those 
individuals who have not yet deduced that the 
whole is sometimes more (or less) than the sum 
of its parts. 


Have you ever wondered how the winners of the 
Hugo Awards (formally and formally known as 
the Science Fiction Achievement Awards) are 
selected each year? If you haven’t, where is your 
sense of wonder? If you have, wonder no more. 


The World Science Fiction Society (WSFS to you 
acronym enthusiasts) uses the Australian ballot co 
select the winners. The Constitution does identify 
the ballot by name, but that’s what it is. So what is 
the Australian ballot? you ask. That's a good 
question. Who's the bloke, long dead, who 
thought it up? Another good question, but both 
irreverent and irrelevant. Does it favor Australian 
nominees? The Aussies wish. No, the Australian 
ballot is a simple voting process that only seems 
complicated. 


The Hugo Award voting process starts with the 
nominating ballots, published by the current 
WorldCon, who is awarding the Hugos. Those 
cligible to nominate are the members of the 
current WorldCon as of January 31 (who receive 
the ballot with the other convention publications) 
and all members of the preceding WorldCon (who 
receive ballots through a process that needs a little 
work, with cost, efficiency, and timeliness in 
mind). The nominators can write in up to five 
candidates in each category. The order of the 
names docs not matter; each nomination counts 
the same. Anyone nominating only one candidate 
in a category may infinitesimally increase that 
candidate’s chances of appearing on the final ballot 
over others but has only 1/5 the input of chose

who nominate five. And candidates who appear 
five times on the same ballot receive only one 
nomination (that ploy only works in small-time 
politics). A nominator does not Have to nominate 
five in a category, nor even nominate in all 
categories. 


After the nominating deadline, the Voting 
Administrator totals the nominations, verifies 
eligibility, and contacts the top five candidates in 
each category (six or more in case of ties for fifth 
place) co ask if they wish to accept or decline the 
nomination (candidates have declined, for various 
reasons). Once the list of nominees is final, the 
Voting Administrator releases the information. 
The current WorldCon publishes the final Hugo 
Awards ballot with che nominees in each category 
along the ubiquitous “No Award” (the fan editor 
who tricd to subvert the process with his fanzine of 
the same name never made the final cut) and sends 
it to all its members. Those eligible to vote are 
only the supporting and atcending members of the 
current WorldCon as of the voting deadline 
(individuals can send in their membership fees 
with the ballot). Voters are asked to rank the 
nominees (and "No Award”) in cach category 
from "1" (the best) to “6” (or higher if applicable). 
Please do not confuse the Voting Administrator by 
entering big, negative, or imaginary numbers (“7” 
only applies to alternate WorldCons). A voter does 
have to rank all the nominees in a category, or 
even vote in all categories, although a voter who 
ranks only one or rwo nominees may end up 
having no say in selecting the eventual winner. 


After che voting deadline, the Voting 
Administrator tallies the first-place votes in each 
category from the ballots sent in by eligible voters. 
If a simple plurality were to determine the 
winners, whichever nominees had the most votes, 
whether a majority or not, would win. Some 
individuals favor plurality. The U.S.A. uses it, but 
WSES is not America. WSFS used it to select che 
first Hugo Award winners, but no more. Plurality 
favors nominees with strong, but narrow, support. 


If no nominee in a category has a majority of che 
votes, the nominee (or nominees in case of a tic) 
with the fewest votes is dropped and the second- 
place votes on those ballots become first-place 
votes. The process (the nominees with the fewest 
votes in each round are dropped and the second-, 
third-, and fourth-place vores in succession 
become first-place votes) continues until one 
nominee has a majority. After applying a test to 


ensure that the tentative winner is more popular 
than “No Award”, the Voting Administrator 
declares the winner (actually kept a secret until the 
envelope is opened at the Hugo ceremonies at the 


WorldCon). 


The Australian ballot thac WSFS uses ts not a 
simple process of reducing each category to a two- 
nomince race. A nominee who is ^2" on everyone's 
ballot would win in head-to-head competition 
with each of the other nominees but, with no "1" 
votes, is dropped in our first round. The process 


avoids selecting a winner who is the "least- 


objectionable" nominee. Although politics may 
play a part in the voting process, the Hugos are 
achievement awards and we want at least a number 
of the voters to think that the ultimate winners are 
the “best”. 


he only wonder now is why more WorldCon 
members don’t nominate and vote. Every 
nomination and vote counts!

In fact, he was 
opposed by his parents in all SF pursuits, this not 
mitigating until several years after he began selling 
stories. 


He has been a professional science fiction writer 
since 1952. His first magazine story sale was to 
Astounding Science Fiction. He sold repeatedly to 
most of the SF magazines, and others. and has 
published a number of books, including Who?, 
Rogue Moon, Michaelmas, and Hard Landing, all ot 
which have been nominated for the Hugo or the 
Nebula, or both. Who? has also been made into a 
film, and Rogue Moon has been made as a student 
film ac USC. 


He has published approximately 200 short stories, 
most of them science fiction, a respectable number 
of which have also been nominated for the Hugo, 
Nebula, or both. He holds a Mystery Writers Edgar 
Special Award for “The Master of the Hounds”, 
which was later made inco a film. He has won the 
Locus award for the best non-fiction book of the 
year, Benchmarks, a collection of all his book review 
columns for Galaxy Magazine, and has been a Hugo 
nominee for that work. He has won numerous other 
awards in a number of categories. For the past several 
years, he has been editor and publisher of his own 
magazine, Tomorrow Speculative Fiction, which has 
been nominated for the Hugo award twice. He has 
now taken the magazine into electronic format. 

He has also pursued several full-time careers in and 
outside the SF field, usually under his own name or 
a variation of it. He wrote a regular book review 
column in The Magazine of Fantasy and Science 
Fiction for years, and the Chicago Sun-Times tor 
approximately the same length of time. Another 
book of his reviews is in preparation at Southern 
Illinois University Press, che publisher of 
Benchmarks. He has taught in innumerable writing 
workshops, at Harvard, BYU, Pepperdine, 11 
straight years at Clarion East, The Library of 
Congress, Rice University and NASA in Houston, 
the Charles Dickens House in London, and 
elsewhere. 


From the late 1980s to date, his work is often under 
the auspices of L. Ron Hubbard's Writers of The 
Future program. He was for many years the Co- 
ordinating Judge of che Contest that is another part 
of the program, and the advisor to L. Ron 


Algis Budrys 
by Himself 

Hubbard's Illustrators of The Future Contest. He 
has now retired as Coordinating Judge, in favor of 
Dave Wolverton — whom he first discovered as a 
contestant. He continues to judge quarterly entries 
in the Contest from time to time. He continues co 
teach the annual workshop for winners in the 
program, with Dave Wolverton. About 150 
graduates of the program are now regular 


contributors to the SF field, having authored over 
200 novels. 


He has also pursued editorial work outside the field, 
working in various subordinate capacities at a 
number of varied shops, including as editor-in-chief 
for Regency Books, Inc. (1962-63), and Playboy 
Press (1963-65), and operations manager of the 
Woodall Publishing Company (1974-75). He has 
also been in advertising and public relations, ending 
as account supervisor for Public Relations on the 
International Truck account, ar Young & Rubicam, 


Chicago (1969-74). 


His principal hobbies have included directing four- 
wheel-drive racing teams, which competed 
successfully in the 1970s. He also was a high- 
performance bicycle mechanic at one time. He sull 
rides a machine of his own assembly — an early 
Japanese streamlined frame with an Italian crank set 
and brakes, French pedals, and a Sturmey-Archer 
four-speed rear hub, controlled by a selector system 
partly of his own manufacture. (His wife rides a 10- 
speed French mixte Reynolds 531 frame with Italian 
shifters, which he also built. At one time, each of his 
four sons had at least two bicycles he built, one for 
serious riding and one to take to school. His 
oldest and youngest sons also were racers.) 


In addition to his SF novels and three 
short story collections, he is the 
author of Truman and The 
Pendergasts, Bicycles ... How They 
Work and How To Fix Them, 
and, most recently, Writing to 
The Point. The latter is a book 
on all the necessary basics of 
writing SF, and any other kind 
of fiction, published by his own 
company, Unifont. 


He holds a Locus Invisible Little 
Man award. He is also a member of 
the Science Fiction Hall of Fame, 
though he is not clear on what that 


means. 4

If you have trouble figuring our where you belong. consult wich the 
Masquerade Director as far in advance as possible. You may, if you wish, 
compete ar a higher level than you are technically qualified for but nor at a 
lower onc. 


Liability Releases 


Everybody taking part in the Masquerade, helpers as well as costumers, will 
need to sign liability releases (included on the registration form) in order to 
participate. For participants under 18 years of age, the release should be 
signed bv a parent or guardian. 


Green Room 

The Green Room is located close to the stage, with toilets nearby. We 
intend to supply the usual munchies and cold drinks, as well as a repair 
table, mirrors, and iron and ironing board. 


One new rule this year: costumes must be completed before being brought 
to the Green Room. While emergency repairs and final assembly of large 
props or costumes are okay, sewing, hot gluing, soldering, or other 
construction work which could have been finished at home or in the hotel 
room, are not. This rule is being added because these activities occupy too 
much space and take coo many helpers away from other costumers. 


Weapons 


If you plan to carry a weapon, you must satisfy che Weapons Master that 
you can do so without danger to yourself or others. In any case, no illegal or 
loaded weapons (guns, bows, slings, etc.) may be used. Transportation of 
weapons to and from the Masquerade area must conform to the 
convention’s weapons policy. 


Props 

Props will have to be carried on and off the stage by people using them or 
by helpers who they supply. We will not have storage space for large props, 
so you will need to bring them to the Green Room no earlier than the day 
of the Masquerade (time to be determined) and remove them after the 
show. 


Sound 

We will be able to play standard cassette tapes with background music 
and/or voice-over. Turn in your cued-up take when you check in ac the 
Masquerade registration desk. Be sure to label the tape with your name, 
costume title, and correct side to be played. It would be wise to bring a 
second tape for backup, just in case. | am hoping to send out standard tape 
labels for you to put on your cassettes. 


Stage 


L have been told that the stage will be available for much of the convention, 
except for Opening Ceremonies and the afternoon and evening of the 
Hugo Ceremonies. Details have yet to be worked out, buc I can tell you 
that we will have a good-sized stage and that we may have a runway. We are 
working on getting a follow spot and whatever other amenities the budget 
will stand. 


For safety reasons, all contestants must at least walk che stage before the 
Masquerade. We will hold tech rehearsals, where you can consult with the 
MC and tech crew about sound, lighting, and special effects. I will publish 
the hours when I know them myself, and there will be a sign-up sheet for 
rehearsals times. This time will also be when people who want to carry 
weapons will clear them with the Weapons Master. 


Photography 


Our Official Photographer is Ken Warren. We are also planning to have a 
Fan Photo area. Members of LoneStarCon2 may photograph or videotape 
costumes for their personal use. Sales for any purpose require the written 
consent of the costumer and the convention. Space will be limited, and 
places can be reserved by writing to the Masquerade Director. As always, no 
flash photography will be allowed during the Masquerade. 


The usual Polaroid photo, used to help the Judges, will be taken. There will 
be a $1.00 fee, The photos will belong to the costume entry and can be 
picked up after che Masquerade is over, probably ac the Bitch Session. 





Volunteers 


Anyone who wants to volunteer to work on the Masquerade should get in 
touch with me via E-mail or Snail Mail. | need it in writing so I can 
remember who offered to do what. Without volunteers chere cannot be a 
Masquerade. Please help me, the costumers, and the audience to make this 
an exciting event.

it is because a person did something at a Masquerade which endangered or inconvenienced themselves, other costumes and costumers, the 


crew, or the audience. If you believe that you have a really good reason not to comply with one of the rules, vou must convince the Masquerade 


Director to make an exception — preferably way before the event. 


] All participants must be Attending Members of LoneStarCon2. 


Costumes should be pre-registered. | will hold a very limited num- 

ber of spots for at-con registration, but these are really for neos who 
didn't know about the Masquerade beforehand. Pre-register even if vou 
don't know whether your costume will be ready. It is a lot casier to 
delete you from the database at the con than to put you in. 


All costumes must be science fiction or fantasy related. These 
includes fantasy and SF paintings or cartoons, but not purely histor- 
ical costumes with no F&SF connection. 


No nudity for nudity’s sake. The Judges will not give awards for 
what God made, There must be some display of skill in creating 
and executing a design. 


The following costumes may not be shown in the competition: 

purchased or rented costumes or Hall Costumes (costumes which 
have been worn in the convention halls prior to the Masquerade). 
Costumes which have won a major award at a WorldCon or 
CostumeCon may not compete for an award but may be shown Out- 
of-Competition. 


Small children must be under the control of a responsible adult at 
all times, 


Your costume must be finished before you get to the Green Room. 
No sewing, gluing, soldering, or other construction work except for 
final assembly of large costumes and props or unexpected repairs. 


8 Each contestant may appear only once on stage. You may enter 
another costume if it is worn by another person. [n that case, any 
award goes to the maker/designer. 


Live microphones will not be available to costumers. You may 
9 record on tape any background music (strongly recommended, as it 
will greatly improve the effect of your costume), narration, or text for 
lip-syncing. Any narration to be read by the MC will be limited to 50 
words. If you wish to interact with the MC, be sure to consult with him 
at the tech rehearsal. 


Costumers and their assistants will be required to sign releases 
l 0 for liability and for use of video.

Nature & Amusement in 
San Antonio 


It is appropriate to list che natural and amusement 
aspects of San Antonio together, because much of 





the amusement is based on natural features. This 
ycar San Antonio is experiencing a very nasty 
drought. Water is onc of our topmost concerns. 
Water also provides the basis for many of the 





things people do for amusement. 


One thing many San Antonians like to do during 





the summer is go tubing. That is, get on an old 
inner tube (or a raft, canoe or kayak) and ride 
down either the Guadalupe or Comal Rivers. 
For those outside the Southwest, you need to 
understand that what is called a river here may 
be substantially smaller (in both width and 
depth) than what you are use to. Our rivers 













are more on the order of large 
creeks. Most of the water comes 
from springs, and is cold. 
Count on 
getting an extra 
inner tube to 
carry supplies 
(food and 
drink). Within a 
30-minute to l- 
hour drive, off 1-35 
or US281 - tube rental 
-$5. 


The natural 
outgrowth out of 
this love of water is 
water parks. ‘There 
are a number to 
choose from. The 
oldest, and most 
extensive, is 
Schlitterbahn. 
Schlitterbahn has 3 
separate areas, the original 
Schlitterbahn, Surfenburg, 
and Blastenhoff. Simulated white 
water, slides, wave pools and more, with 
access to the Comal as well. The only trick is it 
gets very crowded because it is 
popular. Schlitterbahn 
may well be the biggest water 
park in the US, and I have a feeling 
it may also be the oldest. Schlitterbahn itself is well 
over a decade old. New Braunfels, approximately 
30 minutes from San Antonio, [-35 North to exit 


(Lake McQueeny), daily 10-2, $24 adults/$20 kids. 





In San Antonio itself is Splashtown. Smaller, but 
much less crowded, Splashtown has a wave pool, a 


lazy river, and an assortment of tube slides. 1-35 
North at Splashtown Drive - $18/$13. 


Ihe two main theme parks in San Antonio also 
have water park areas, but more on them later in 
this column. 


Iwo different water-based attractions in the San 
Antonio area are Aquarena Springs and Landa 
Park. Aquarena Springs is located in San Marcos, 
and dates back to sometime in the 50s or 60s. 
Gosh, oh golly wow, it was probably something 
back then! Aquarena Springs is at the headwaters 
of the Comal River. The park has an underwater 
show complete with glass-bottom boats to view the 
springs, a parrot show, a Swiss gondola ride, a ride- 
up viewing tower, and a small walk through the 
hills. Aquarena Springs Drive (Exit 209 on 1-35), 
1% hr. 


Landa Park is one of the best kept secrets in the 
area. The park has picnic grounds, a small-gauge 
railroad, and paddle boats. What most people 
don't know is thar there's not only a regular 
Olympic size pool, but also a spring-fed pond area 
with water slides, a rope swing, a zip line, and lots 
of large shady trees to sit under. Landa Park is also 
the site of Wurstfest, the local Octoberfest 
celebration. 1-35 to New Braunfels, 50 minutes - 
free, picnic table reservations $2, pool - $3/$1. 


Canyon Lake is a reservoir from which the 
Guadalupe River takes its water. It is the only 
major dam and reservoir in the area. Compared to 
real dams like Hoover dam, Canyon Lake dam is a 
piker. For the most part, the San Antonio area 
relies upon the Edwards Aquifer for its water 
supply. [he acquifer is a large faulted limestone 
underground area. What this means is the area is 
full of caves. 


Cascade Cavern is one of the two most interesting 
in the area. Caves, to some degree, all have the 
same type of features. Cascade Cavern's best 
feature is che waterfall inside. The normal tour 
ends at the waterfall and its attendant lake, but che 
caverns actually continue underwater. Experienced 
divers can arrange to see more. 1-10 West to 


Boerne, Exit 543, 40 minutes -$7.45/5.25 


The largest cavern in the area is Natural Bridge. 
Only the southern complex has been developed so 


far. Natural Bridge also has a wildlife drive through 
and petting area available for a separate fee. I- 
35/Natural Bridge Caverns Road, then -5 miles 
west, daily 9-6:30, caves - $7/$5; wildlife park - 
$6.55/ $4.20. 


Since we've brought up wildlife, Fort Sam Houston 
has an arca called the Quadrangle where deer, 
chickens, rabbits, and a few other varieties of 
animals roam free. Many of them will come up to 
be fed and some will allow petting. It's fun for little 
kids. Quadrangle entrance off Grayson Street- free. 


Then there is the San Antonio Zoo. It also has a 
petting area (sheep, goats, llamas). The zoo has a 
nice collection of snow leopards, one of the more 
beautiful animals | can think of. Also, for the kids 
are two separate playgrounds and a small boat ride 
(cost $1). The zoo is part of the National 
Zoological and Botanical Society, so if you are a 
member of your local zoo, your membership card 
may entitle you to free entry. 


The Zoo is in Brackenridge Park, home to several 
other attractions. Next to the zoo are the Japanese 
Tea Gardens. Located on the reclaimed site of one 
of San Antonio’s earliest cement quarries, there are 
paths where you can wander among some 
interesting stone architecture, lush flora and ponds 
filled with koi. Though noc extensive, it is quite 
lovely at the right time of year. 


One quick way to get to the Japanese Gardens from 
the zoo is to take the Swiss Sky ride. You can cake 
it from the zoo, get off and wander the gardens, 
then get back on for the ride back down. 


Across the street from the zoo and the sky ride 

entrance is a carousel and the Brackenridge train. 
The train runs around the park. There are several 
stops on the way and travelers can get on and off 










(as long 
as you only 
make one 
round trip). 
One stop is right 
next to the Witte 

Museum (discussed in the lasc article). 

There are also paddle boats you can rent to ride 
along a small portion of the San Antonio River that 
runs through the park. 


For the more athletically inclined, the train also 
stops at the Brackenridge Stables (horses and pony 
rides available), and the driving range. The public 
golf course is not far away either. Several 
playgrounds and baseball fields round out the 
exercise options. For those less athletically inclined, 
there are multiple picnic areas. 

If you have little ones, at the edge of Brackenridge 
Park is the Kiddy Park, with bunch of pint-sized 
rides. Fun for kids up to age 7 or 8.

Nearby is San Antonio's Botanical Center. A very 
pleasant stroll through different zones of Texas 
flora. Also features some reproductions of typical 
Texas historical architecture. I enjoy the Botanical 
Gardens. 555 Funston Place, daily 9-6, 53/51. 


This brings us to some of the newest area 
attractions, the major theme parks. The first in 
the area was Sea World of Texas, celebrating its 
10th anniversary next year. There are three regular 
animal-based shows (Shamu, dolphins and white 
whales, and seals, walruses, and otter), two activity 
shows (water skiing and a combination ice 
skating/magic show), and a couple of other small 
shows designed for kids. There is a log flume 
(with two drops instead of one), a crazy river ride, 
an inverted stecl roller coaster (opening next year), 
a kids’ playland, and a waterpark with a wave pool, 
tube rides, and water slides. A dolphin pool, the 
seal/sealion pools, the otter exhibit, a shark house, 
a penguin house, an outdoor aviary, and the 
Budweiser Clydesdales make up the zoological 
attractions. Sea World is a fun place, worth the 
money if you are planning to spend the whole day 
there. 16 miles from downtown, US-90 West to 
State Hwy. 151, then follow the signs, $27/$19. 


The other large theme park is Six Flags - Fiesta 
Texas. Originally built and 
operated by the Opryland 


people, Six Flags took up management this year. 
Again, Fiesta Texas is a minimum whole-day 
attraction. Fiesta Texas is a large collection of 
rides and shows. ‘The park is divided up into 
areas, each representing a different cultural 
influence on San Antonio. The entry is Mexican; 
there are also a 50's area, a German area, a Wild 
West, a Swimmin' Hole, and a Boardwalk area 
(though how this last area represents San Antonio 
- or even Texas - I’m not sure). Don't skip the 
shows. [ recommend you catch the Wurstfest 
Players in Spassburg. 1- 10W at Fiesta Exit - 
$31/$21. 


Downtown, but fitting in nonc of the above 
categories is the river cruise. Cruise the downtown 
riverwalk area on a flatbottom barge. Ticket 
booths at the Rivercenter Mall and across the river 
from the Hilton Hotel. $4/$1. 


[he Lone Star Trolley is also available for a 
narrated tour of downtown San Antonio. Stop at 


301 Alamo Plaza, $7.50/$4.

Barges Trips 

No trip to San Antonio is complete without a trip 
down the Riverwalk on a barge. The restaurants 
and stores around the Riverwalk are all lit up, 
giving you a unique perspective on the city. 


Ihe barges depart frequently from the mall 
courtyard, from early in the morning until late in 
the evening. If you cake che standard barge trip, 
it'll cost vou $4.00 for a 1-hour trip.

Short Title: Calling a Spade a Spade and Not a Shovel 
MOVED, to amend the WSFS Constitution as follows: 
In Section 3.1, delete the sentence beginning "The minimum voting fee". 
In Section 3.2, delete the first sentence. 
Insert a new section between Sections 3.1 and 3.2 as follows: 
3 Voting shall be limited to WSFS members who have purchased at least a supporting membership in the 
Worldcon whose site is being selected. The supporting membership rate shall be set by unanimous agreement of 
the current Worldcon Committee and all bidding committees who have filed before the ballot deadline. If 
agreement is not reached, the supporting membership rate shall be twenty U.S. dollars ($20.00) or the 
equivalent. 
In Section 1.5.2, replace “voting fec" by “site-selection fee” (twice). 
In Section 3.3, replace “minimum fee in force” by "supporting membership rate". 
In Section 3.8.3, replace “voting fee” by "supporting membership rate”. 
In Section 3.8.4, replace “voting fees” by “supporting membership payments”. 


This motion would recast all references to the site-selection “voting fee” in terms of a “site-selection fee” or a "supporting 
membership " in the selected convention. (The same change appears in Items 2 and 5.) It proposes no other changes in current 
practice. 


Short Title: Median of the Track 
MOVED, to amend the WSFS Constitution as follows: 
In Section 3.1, delete che sentence beginning “The minimum voting fec". 
In Section 3.2, delete che first sentence. 
Insert a new section berween Sections 3.1 and 3.2 as follows: 
3.x: Voting shall be limited to WSFS members who have purchased at least a supporting membership in the 
Worldcon whose site is being selected. The supporting membership rate shall be set by unanimous agreement of 
the current Worldcon Committee and all bidding committees who have filed before the ballot deadline. If 
agreement is not reached, the default fee shall be the median (middle value) of the U.S. dollar fees used in the 
previous three (3) Worldcon site selections. 


This motion would change the default site-selection voting fee from the current $20 to the median of the actual voting fees in the 
previous three years, allowing the amount to change over time without the necessity of a Constitutional amendment. 
(Item 2 adopts the "supporting membership rate” language of Item 1, and the portions common to both motions have 
been edited to have identical wording. If Item 1 should fail to be ratified, the language of Item 2 would presumably revert to the 
current “voting fee” terminology.) 


Short Title: Let the NASFIC Administrator Administrate 
MOVED, to amend Section 3.8.3 of the WSFS Constitution by replacing “the prospective candidates that file with the 


administering Committee" by “the administering Committee and all bidding committees who have filed before the ballot 
deadline". 


This motion would give the Committee administering a NASFIC selection a say in setting the voting fee, as is already true for 
Worldcon selection. (The new language copies that in Sec. 3.1.) 


Short Title: Tally-Ho! 

MOVED, to amend the WSFS Constitution as follows: 
In Section 3.1, replace “Section 2.9” by “Section 3.4”. 
In Section 3.4.3, delete “and shall be the equivalent of ‘No Award’ with respect to Section 2.9". 
In Section 3.4.4, replace ", and tallying shall proceed according to normal preferential-ballot procedures." by “. If no 
majority is chen obtained, the bid which places last in the tallying shall be eliminated and the ballots listing it as 
highest remaining preference shall be redistributed on the basis of those ballots’ highest remaining preference, except 
that “None of the Above’ shall never be eliminated. This process shall be repeated until a majority-vote winner is 
obtained.” 


This motion would define the site-selection ballot-counting procedure directly, rather than with reference to the Hugo procedure. 

Substantively, it would yield a runoff against “None of the Above” without requiring a separate count, but any votes lower than 

“None of the Aboue” would become meaningless. 29

Item 5: Short Title: An Alligator Sandwich 
MOVED, to amend the WSFS Constitution as follows: 
Move Section 1.5.5 to become Section 1.8.2. Replace che remainder of Section 1.5 with che following new sections: 

1.9.1: Each Worldcon shall offer supporting and attending memberships. 
1.8.2: The rights of supporting members of a Worldcon include the right to receive all of its generally 
distributed publications. 
1.5.8: The rights of attending members of a Worldcon include the rights of supporting members plus the right 
of general attendance at said Worldcon and at the WSFS Business Meeting held thereat. 
1.5.4: Members of WSES who cast a site-selection ballot with the required fee shall be supporting members of 
the selected Worldcon. 
1.9.9: Voters have the right to convert to attending membership in the selected Worldcon within ninety (90) 
days of its selection, for an additional fee set by its committee. This fee must not exceed two (2) times the site- 
selection fee and must not exceed the difference between the site-selection fee and the fee for new attending 
members. 
1.9.6: The Worldcon Committee shall make provision for persons to become supporting members for no more 
than one hundred and twenty-five percent (125%) of the site-selection fee, or such higher amount as has been 
approved by the Business Mecting, until a cutoff date no earlier chan ninety (90) dysl before their Worldcon. 
1.5.7: Other memberships and fees shall be at the discretion of the Worldcon Committee. 


This motion is primarily a rearrangement of the existing text for easier comprehension. However, it incorporates a change of 
“voting fee" to "site-selection fee" as in [tem 1, and Sec. 1.5.1 is new. (If Item 1 is ratified, Sec. 1.5.4 here should really be recast, 
since Item 1 says that people who pay the fee are supporting members, whether or not they cast ballots.) 


Item 6: Short Title: It's a Worldcon, Damnit 
MOVED, to amend the WSFS Constitution as follows: 

Delete Section 3.7 and insert a new section before 3.6 as follows: 
3.x: A site outside North America is eligible for selection in any year. A site within North America is eligible for 
selection if it is within the appropriate region, as defined below. The North American regions shall rotate in che 
order Western, Central, Eastern region. A site shall be ineligible if it is within sixty (60) miles of the site at which 
selection occurs. 

In Section 3.6, replace “sites, North America” by "sites within North America, it”. 

In Section 3.8: Delete the first sentence. Replace the second sentence by “If the selected Worldcon site is not in 

North America, there shall be a NASFIC in the North American region eligible chat year.” 


To quote the maker, this motion would change the Worldcon "from being a North American convention which occasionally 
happens elsewhere to being a worldwide convention with special provisions for North America.” It proposes no change in current 
practice. 


Item 7: Short Title: Which Deadline? 
MOVED, to amend the WSFS Constitution as follows: 
In Section 3.8.4, replace "deadline" by “deadline for the printed ballot”; and replace “all voting fees collected" by 
“any voting fees collected”. 
In Section 3.1, replace “deadline” by “ballot deadline”. 


This motion would specify that the “deadlines” referred to in the indicated sections are those for the printed ballot (since Sec. 3.5 
now mentions two different deadlines). (This change has also been incorporated in Items 1, 2, and 3.) It would also make clear 
that no NASFiC election ts to be held if no bidders file in time for the printed ballot. If Item 1 is ratified, “voting fees” here would 
become "supporting membership payments". 


Item 8: Short Title: Date Restrictions for the NASFiC 
MOVED), to amend the WSFS Constitution by adding the following to Section 3.8.2: 
A NASFiC shall not be held on any of the dates that the Worldcon for that year is being held, based upon the dates 
specified in the Worldcon filing papers. 


This motion would forbid holding a NASFiC opposite the Worldcon (or at least opposite the Worldcon's originally scheduled 
dates). It would not affect the site selection for the 1999 NASFIC. 


Item 9: Short Title: Best Related Book 
MOVED, to replace Section 2.2.9 of the WSFS Constitution ("Best Non-Fiction Book”) by the following:
